^ Frank Vanderlip, one of the nation's foremost financiers, 


after looking at business conditions for some time from the 
outside, says: 


"I am bullish on America and bearish on Europe. I see 


nothing at home that can sprout and grow into1 obstruction. 
VVith 'Europe it is different. I do not believe conditions abroad 
v/iil improve this year, and perhaps for several years." 


Russia is not Europe's worst problem, he thinks. Germany 


is. There can be no European revival unless Germany pros- 
pers and pays her war debts. Birt America can get along pretty 
well even while Europe is in the doldrums. '' 


Everybody is working now, and that is the truest test of 


prosperity. It means contentment and plenty of money circu- 
lating. And this time, at least, he believes it does not mean 


_ inflation. 
He sees no signs of the foolish over-reaching that 


. marked the late lamented boom and invited the slump. Prices, 
generally speaking, are being held within reasonable limits. 
So is credit. The Federal Reserve acts as a brake. 


This is probably as trustworthy a view of the situation as 


can be obtained. It promises well for the next year or two, in 
spite of foreign clouds. 


There is one curious omission, though. Mr. Vanderlip says 


nothing about the farmer. He is not prospering yet anywhere 
near as fully as other classes, and it is doubtful whether "he can 
until the foreign market picks up.

Religious Educator. " 


Experiments are being made in several cities with week-day 


schools of religion, conducted at the various churches and at- 
tended by the children from one to three hours a week. It is 
hoped to work out from these beginnings a system for relig- 
ious education which will be generally acceptable. 


For the present, the church classes are "being held mostly 


after school one or two days a week, or for arbour or more on 
Saturday. Attendance is not compulsory, but where the work 
has been, undertaken the response has been remarkably en- 
couraging. 
Some enthusiasts hope to develop the plan to a 


point where it will be practical to have the children given cer- 
tain hours of their regular school time every week to attend the 
church classes of their preferred denominations, but that is a 
problem. 


There is a widespread feeling thai the religious education of 


'American children is being neglected. One church authority 
says, "Reliable investigations show that over one-half of the 
American children of grammar school.age are receiving no 
systematic religious training." 


Few people will question the desirability of such training 


both for the children themselves and for the future welfare of 
the nation. Because of "the wide differences of faith and creed 
the public schools cannot wisely handle this'work. It remains 
a task for home and church. The classes in religion may help 
to accomplish it.

The Scientific American offers two prizes- 
of $2,500 each for an authentic manifestation of a "spirit" and 
for a proved "^pirii photograph." 


This surely is enough to enlist the interest of learned scien- 


tists, along with the spiritualists and the'spirit-mongers of all 
kinds. There is inducement for those \yho reg'ard spiritualism 
as a religion, for those impartially seeking the truth about the 
future life and for those who want the money. 


Sir Arthur Conan Doyle is doubtless certa'in that he has the 


"desired evidence and deserves the prize. It remains to be seen, 
however, whether his proof is of such~a nature as will convince 
the Scientific American's expert judges. 


It is not clear whether the scientific magazine undertook 


this quest to encourage spiritualistic inquiry or to discourage 
it. There is reason to suspect the editor of daring people to 
submit spiritualistic proof rather than inviting them to do it 
And it is a matter of common observation in occult matters

ANOTHER TAX BILL 


TEAT WILL BE I? 
FOR ACTION TUESDAY 


Another measure, in the -legislature 


that will come in for much argument 
on Tuesday next is that relative to the 
rates of' inheritance and 
succession , 


taxes. 


The bill amends the laws of 1005, 


1007, 1911, 1015, 1010, and is the fol- 
lowing: 


Section 1. All property within the 


jurisdiction of the state, real, or per- 
sonel, and any interest therein, be- 
longing to inhabitants of the state, 
and all real estate within the state, 
or any interest therein belonging to 
persons who are not inhabitants o£ 
the state, which shall pass by will, 
or by the laws regulating interstate 
succession or by legal deed, 
grant, 


bargain, sale or gift, made in contem- 
plation of death, or made or intended 
to take effect in possession or enjoy- 
ment at or after the death of the 
grantor or donor, absolutely or in trust 
to or for the use of the father, mother, 
husband, wife, lineal descendant, ad- 
opted child, the lineal descendant ot 
any adopted child, the wife or widow 
of a son, or the husband of a daughter 
of a decedent, shall be subject to a 
tax, for the use of the state, of 2 per 
cent of its value; but no bequest, de- 
vise-or distributive share of an estate 
which shall so pass to or for the xise 
of a husband, wife, or of 'any such 
person who is under 21 years of age 
at the time of the decedent's death 
shall be subject to such a tax, except 
upon its value in excess of $10,000; 
and all such property which shall so 
pass to or for the use of the brother, 
sister, nephew or niece of a decedent, 
shall be subject to a tax for the use 
o<: the state, or G per cent, of its 
value; and all such property which 
shall so pass to or for the use of any 
other person, except educational, re- 
ligious, cemetery, or other institutions, 
societies or 
associations 
of 
public 


charity in this state, .or for or upon 
trust for any charitable purpose in 
the state, or for the care of cemetery 
lots, or to a city or town in the state 
for public purposes, shall be subject to 
a tax for the use of the state, or 10 
per cent of its value; and., adminis- 
trators, executors, trustees and any 
such grantees 
under a 
conveyance 


made during the grantor's life shall 
be liable for such taxes with interest, 
until the same have been paid. An in-
